In the hopes that someone has been down this path already... 


My venerable old HP 608F generator quit. I considered retiring it and 
filling my parts bin... until I looked inside for the first time in 10 
years. Really one of the greatest expressions of electromechanical design 
excellence that I've seen. Plus, this guy has been good to me over the 
years. Just can't take it apart! 


So out comes the tube tester. Two dead 12AT7s (in the modulator) and one 
dead 6U8 (one of the least reliable tubes ever made, in my view) later, 
still no function. Of course, the other routine checks made: nothing fried 
(using the well-validated olfactory testing method), power supply voltages 
fine, and no broken wires. 


A bit more snooping and it is likely the power amp pencil tube is gonzo: 
plenty of uncal RF output but nada from the attenuator output. The 
attenuator trombone is functioning just fine. 


So I replaced power amp tube with one thought-to-be-good pull, and presto 
- output from the attenuator.... except I get the following odd and mostly 
unsatisfatory results: 


Across frequency, the uncal output is within the 3dB variation spec. True 
for all bands that I can measure with my 100 MHz scope (bands A,B,C). The 
total variation across bands and frequencies ranges from 0.4V to 2.0V 
(open circuit p-p). 


The attenuator output varies widely across frequency within a band, for 
example on the B range it goes from 50mV to 1V at the full output 
attenuator setting (+7dBm). 


The amplitude trim control affects both the attenuator output and the 


meter's indication of output, but there is not constant relationship. I 
can get more or less output using the trim control, but the meter does not 
necessarily show the change. At some frequencies, but not others, I can 
move the meter with the amplitude trim control and also get a change in 
output. At other frequencies, the trim control changes the output but the 
meter stays put. 


Only at a few frequencies can I get the meter to read more than 1/2 scale. 
For meter readings between 1/8 (about) and 1/2 scale, I sometimes get the 

correct output (say 400 mV out of the attenuator) and other times only 10% 
of the correct output. 


The trim control has a "push-then-peak" label on it. This has no effect, 
even though the microswitch is clicking. The changes in output with the 
trim control happen whether the knob is pushed in or not. The meter peaks, 
but only when the knob is *not* pushed in! 


The other RF control does little. When turned all the way CCW there is no 
output. Past 10 degrees of rotation, there is maximum output. 


In general terms, it seems like the cavity amplifier is not being tuned 
correctly for the tube, but I don't understand the lack of correspondence 
between the meter and the true output. 


Well, in addition to inviting speculation on the problem, I could use a 
bit of additional info: 


In the same box with the replacement pencil tube I tried were several 
other identical-looking tubes. HP lists the two used as types 4042 
(oscillator) and 4043 (amplifier). What I have in my spares box are a 
couple of type 5675 (and another 4042). Does anyone know if the 5675 is 
the same as either the 4042 or 4043? 


There is also a Siemens EC8010 buffer tube in the 608. I have a spendy 
replacement on order just in case, but I would like to try testing this 
with my TV-7. Alas it is not listed and I can't find a cross to a number 
that is. If anyone knows the TV-7 settings to at least see if the tube 
works at audio frequencies, do let me know. 

Well that's the evening report.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 


the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@nanniandjack.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.
